REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The allowed claims are directed to or encompass a polypeptide comprising: 

(a) the amino acid sequence of the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 110; 
5 (b) the amino acid sequence of the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 110, lacking its 

associated signal peptide; or 

(c) the amino acid sequence of the polypeptide encoded by the cDNA deposited 
under ATCC accession number 203535. 

SEQ ID NO: 1 10 is the amino acid sequence derived from the coding sequence of SEQ 
10 ID NO: 109 (paragraph [0136]). SEQ ID NO: 109 is a clone designated as "DNA68883-1691" 
(paragraph [0135]). DNA68883-1691 is more highly expressed in esophageal tumor as 
compared to normal esophagus (page 143). The specification discloses that PRO polypeptides 
and nucleic acid molecules may be used diagnostically for tissue typing, wherein the PRO 
polypeptides may be differentially expressed in one tissue as compared to another, preferably in 
15 a diseased tissue as compared to a normal tissue of the same tissue type (paragraph [0336]). The 
specification also discloses that the identification of the differential expression of the PRO 
polypeptide-encoding nucleic acid in one or more tumor tissues as compared to one or more 
normal tissues of the same tissue type renders the molecule useful diagnostically for the 
determination of the presence or absence of tumor in a subject suspected of possessing a tumor 
20 (paragraph [0530]). According to the Scott declaration filed 1 1/09/2006, 'Although there are 

some exceptions on an individual gene basis, it has been a consensus in the scientific community 
that elevated mRNA levels are good predictors of increased abundance of the corresponding 
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translated proteins in a particular tissue" (paragraph 10). Therefore, increased abundance of the 



polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 1 10 in esophageal tumor as compared to normal esophagus renders 



the molecule and antibodies thereto useful diagnostically for the determination of the presence or 



absence of a esophageal tumor in a subject suspected of possessing a esophageal tumor.
